Louiaiana,  stated  in  an  laterTiaw  oq  7 July  1947  that 
at  18Cd,  7 July  1347,  he  had  heard  the  aiao  whirling  through 
the  air  and  had  looked  up  in  time  to  see  it  vvhen  it  tsla  approxi- 
tnately*wo  hundred  feet  in  the  air  and  ooming  over  a sl.^n  board 
adjacent  to  the  used  oar  lot  where  he  was  atanaing.  MMlfci

This 
object  was  -iescribed  ns  similar  to  the  starter  on  a fluorescent  li'-ht.
